The Trinmphai Thronugh the Uhamps

The lg:lﬂ correspondent of the London
Times, alter montioning the difficulties he had
to overcome in order to get into the Champs
Elysces, writes: —

t last, at the bottom of the Avenue Fried-
land, I succoeded in paulnf the charmed line,
and saw, looming through the Igf the Arc do
I'Etolle; but even bafore we co d distinguish
its outline the distant cheers of the German army
reached us, a lonﬁ. continned, unbroken roar,
rising and falling like the waves of the ocean,
and as lutermittent. It was lmpossible to doubt
what those cheers meant. Thirty thousand Ger-
mans were marchiog in triumph beneath the
arch os which are chronicled German de-
feats, and makimg it ring with their
shouts of victory. A line of German dragoons
ot the top of the avenue again barred our pro-
,_irma. these multiplied precauntions belng evi-
dently necessary to limit a8 much as possible
the erowd which was attempting to gather. At
this moment the top of the avenue of the Champs
Elysees and the open space near the arch were
filled with troops waiting to pass throagh it, and
a emall but silent crowd was collected on its out-
eliirts. Buddenly we were startlod by a shot,
wigich apparently rroceadcd from the Germans,
It eaured some little emotion among the by-
standers. It was evidently fired in the alr, and
might, possibly, have been an accldent, but the
episode was not  reassuring, By  de-
grees we  reached the arch itsell and
were witnesses of a  spectacle  which
no one who was present, be he French, German,
or neutrnl, can ever forget. The broken ground
beneath the arch had been levelled, and a good
roadway made through It, and along this passed
Infantry, cavalry, and artillery, the faces of Lthe
men radiant with an exaltation which it is la-
possible to deseribe. For this supreme honor
they had endured and bled; but now the dan-
gers and bardships of the war had come to an
end. Their faces were turned at last to the
I'atherland, and their firsl step homewards
was thus made the sign and pledge of their
success, As the head of each battalion
came under the arch the mounted oflicers
leading it reined up for a moment, cast one look
ur at the list of victories Inscribed overhead, dne
&nnca back to their men, and then, waving
their helmets high above their heads, gave the
signal for a ringing cheer. Iov a second every
belmet was in the air; the horses, startled by the
sudden roar, lvram'.etl and reared: their riders,
carried away by the excitement, with heightened
color and flashing eves, still waved their hel-
mets, while the men'strained their throats with
their ehouts of triumph.

The heview of the German Tréope on the

Beols de Boulogae.

The German troops having quitted Paris, the
columung marched by different roads into the
bheart of the Bois de Boulogne, where the in-
fantry balted, piled arms, ook off their knap-
encke, and lald down, maoy of them to sleep.

The troops were drawn up at first In two lines,
each llne belng formed of battallons in close
colum, When the Emperor appeared on the
grouud and approached the troops hearty
cheers broke forth, but when he eame close to
them ood they received the order to present
arms there was gllence among the men, and
only a confused sound of music, s many bands
at opce played the anthem which we call “God
eave the Queen.” FKrom line the battalions
broke into colomn and marched past in quick
time. First came the infantry of the Gnard,
for infantry always march past first in Prassian
parades, The men were thickly bearded, and
seemed warriors every one of them: ns was sald
by some one, not so much like soldiers as like
well-made men in uniform. To all appearance
the war has left thelr discipline nntouched, and
thelr drees was newer and in better trimn than
that of some regiments which marched past two
days before.

s each regimental color passed, jnst flung out
from its staff by the light breeze, the man who
followed his father's example has steadily made
and lmproved the German army, always pa-
tiently waiting for this moment, long delayed,
but come at 1ast, raised bis hand and galuted the
imperial ensigne carried by those vho have won
bim his purple,

U'pon the whole the review was slmple—only
a rapld inspection and the march past in quick
time. Each battalion, after saluting the Em-

THE SPRING FRESHETS.

High Water In the Susgushassn nad
Norithern Part of Peansylvanin,

The Harrisburg State Journal says: —

The danger of a freshet disastrous in its con-

sequences I8 not yvel averted, and considerable
apprehension still exists among those most ex-
posed. Ourexchanges in the northern part of
the Btate, and along - the Weet Branch, note a
rapid rise in that section. These tributaries
empty into the Busquebanna, and swell its
volume of water, and a freshet at the head-
walters is contemporaneous witha freshet in this
vicinity. Yesterday the river was rising at the
rate of an ioch and a balf an bour, and there
was o prospect that the Lochlel works and many
of the manufactories in the lower parl of the
city wounld be compelled to temporarily suspsnd
operations owing to the encroachments ol high
water. The equinoctinl storm, which is an-
pounced for the early part of next week, will
pot serve to abate the fear of those residing in
the low and marshy groubde: and should it be
ununsually severe or protracted, a freshet similar
to that of 1866 is among the ronge
of possibilities, There 8 no  pros-
wel of the rafting season belng inaugurated
or two or three weeks yet, owlug to the high
water and swift current. It would be well for
those residing in the range of a flood to be pre-
pared at any momeunt for the most serious
dauger.

" DARING DEED.

] te Force n Bank .Vnull—-l‘anl:m der
Attems .'l‘rled by the Burglurs. - g

Thismorning, when one of the clerks in the
employ of the Bauk of Commerce arrived at the
bank bullding, corner of Nassau and Cedar
streets, he found that be could not open the
door. Batisfied that the lock had been tampered
with, a locksmith was sent for, who plcked the
lock and the door was opened. (o entering, it
was found that a bold attempt had been made
by burglars to force open the doors of the vaull,
coptalniog s great amount of treasure, but
bappily without success,

The burglars, had opened the door with a
gkeleton key, and dri‘led large Lioles in the door
of the vanlts, which they fil'ed with powder. In
this powder a fuse was luserted and fired by
meansof a pistol charged with powder. The
plstol was fired by means of a long cord atiached
to the trigger, which cord led out of the front
door, and was pulled when all the burglars
bad left the bullding. Toe force of the
explosion foreed the vault doors open to the
extent of two Inches, and the concussion was so
loud as to awaken the janitor, who slept on the
upper floor of the building, and Lis presence
warped the burglars pot to return.

Panis, March 19, via London, March 20.—The
Nationals bave placarded two proclamations.
The first issned says the French people awaited
calmly until an attemipt was made to touch the
life of the republic. The army did not ralse ita
hands against the arch of liberties of the repub-
lic—the only government that ean close the era
of invaslons and civil war. The people of Paris
are convoked for communal slections. The pro-
clamation is signed by the Central Committes
of the National Guard, and dated at the Hotel
de Ville,

The Second Froclnmatlon
is as follows:—

“To the People of Parir: —Yon have entrosted
us with the defense of the rights of Paris. We
have driven out the Government which be-
trayed ue; our mission Is fulfilled, and we now
report to you. FPrepare for the communal elec-
tione. Give us as your only recompense the
establishment of a real republic.”

The same slgoatures, thirly in number, are
appended.

Appeal of the Regulnr Gavernmont.

The Ofiicial Journal contains the followiag: —

‘A proclamation from a committes assuming
the name of the Central Commiitee has been
distributed throughout Paris. The men of the
barricades have taken-possession of the Miolstry
of Justice and assassinated Generals Clement
Thomas and Lecomte. Who the members of
the committee are 18 unknown, as aleo what
they deliver Paris from. The erimes committed
by them remove all excuse for support by their
followers. Let all who have regard for the
honor and interest of France separate from
them, and rally around the republic and As-
sembly.

The Anglo-Brazillan Times says, however, itls
greatly to be feared that the Intended insurrec-
tion I, though postponed, too ominous an indi-
cation that the beginuing of the end Is rapidly
approaching to ue, for it has in truth been
utterly imposaible to conceal from the slaves of
the empire that only in Brazll on the Amerlcan
continent are there any human beings held in
bondage.
